Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 



The present application relates to amiodipine gentisate (2,5-dihydroxy benzoate). 

The following documents are considered relevant: 

D1 EP 244944 A2 
D2 WO 0279158 A1 
D3 WO 038941 4 A1 

D1 discloses various pharmaceutical salts of amiodipine including mesylate, besylate tosvlate 
succinate, salicylate and acetate. j - :/ ^ 

D2 discloses amiodipine camsylate and D3 discloses amiodipine nicotinate. 

Since none of the cited documents discloses amiodipine gentisate, the subject matter is 
considered as novel. 

D1 discloses the salicylate salt of amiodipine, which differs from the gentisate salt only in a 
hydroxy! substituent in the benzene ring. Such a variation is considered to belong to routine 
experimentation of a person skilled in the art. 

Moreover, the surprising effect of the gentisate salt is not apparent from the comparative test in 
the description. Although tables 6 and 7 show higher activity of the gentisate salt, the result is not 
comparable, since the besylate salt is a racemic mixture while the gentisate salt is an (S)-isomer. 
The process for the preparation of amiodipine gentisate according to claims 3-8 is a conventional 
technique for the preparation of acid addition salts, since it is also disclosed in D2 and D3. 
An inventive step cannot be acknowledged for the subject matter of the present claims.
